major producing states Mississippi's 
crop ranged first in staple length, and 
Oklahoma's first in brade.

When he first called for the ?150,- 


000,000 deficiency appropriation, Prcs- 
dent Roosevelt saitl that, if the money 
were not voted, WPA would have lo 
cut 400,000 people of its rolls in April; 
000,000 in Muy; 200,000 in June. 


At the same time, Ihc WPA schedule 


of reductions lhal would be made if 
.he full $150,000,000 were voled called 
for u 100,000 slush in each of the months 
of April, May and. June. 


Two-Thirds May Slay 


Thus, the fule of 900,000 WPA work- 


ers rested on the deficiency bill. If it 
failed, all would go out. If it wcnl 
through intact, nil would stay on, 


•Since it wcnl through with two- 


Ihirds of Ihe requested sum, it is a fail- 
deduction that two-thirds of the 900,000 
will stay on the rolls, and thai 300,000 
will be dropped—which, added to the 
300,000 scheduled to be dropped any- 
way, indicates lhal around 600,000 peo- 
ple will have lefl Ihc WPA rolls be- 
twecn April 1 and the end of June. 


That would pul WPA into Ihc be- 


ginning of the 1939 fiscal year with 
something like 2,400,000 people on ils 
rolls. 


This co'm'pares wi^h approximately 


3.000,000 in midwinter. It is worth 
while, by the way, to note that the 
latest rigures show 850,000 people as 
certified in need of work relief and 
awaiting places on the rolls. 


Alternations Due 


What will happen during the ncxl 


fiscal year is anybody's guess right 
now, as the whole work relief program 
is up for drastic overhaul in Congress 
and far-renching changes may be made. 


The President recently said thai he 


would ask aii appropriation oE $1,500,-: 
000,000 for the 1939 fiscal year, how- 
ever— $250,000.000 less than the tenta- 
tive budget estimate made in Jan- 
uary, and approximately $750,000,000 
less than the sum WPA will have spent 
when the current fiscal year ends, 


On this basis, WPA Administralolr 


Harrington fgiured that, during the 
1939 fiscal yeiier, WPA would carry an 
average 
load of 
2,000,000, Since it 


would begin the year subslanlially 
under it—dosvn around 1,600,000, or 
thereabouts—to meet the average. 


Incidentally, WPA's "overhead"—ils 


administrative employment list—went 
up pretty substanlially Ihis spring, and 
all as an economy measure. 
j 


\s-Iia,. the-- jriiddle, ot tho . winter,,., C.fjnr 
gross instructed WPA to examine its 
rolls carefully to make sure that no 
one who was not actually in need was 
being given relief work. This was 
quite a job, as it meant chocking Ihc 
cnlire lisl, case by case, all over Ihe 
counlry. 


So Ihe administrative employment 


lisl went up 6000 from February to 
March, and stayed' up well inlo April. 
In other words, il look 6000 people well 
over a month to. go through Ihe whole 
roster and weed out all of those work- 
ers who didn't really need relief jobs 
any longer. 


Will Tlicrc I5c Jobs Enough? 


To gel back lo the 600,000-odd who 


will have been dropped by the end 
of June. Aside from the unemploy- 
ablcs, who will have to subsist on one 
form or another of direct relief, the 
supposition is that those people will 
eventually be absorbed by private in-

dustry. 


There is a very crude yardstick— 


possibly quite inaccurate—by which 
you may figure (he speed at which this 
will happen. Relief workers have re- 
cently constituted about 30 per cent of 
the total "reservoir" of unemployed 
workers. 


If, when industry hangs out its "men 


wanted" signs, they get re-employed 
at a rate proportionate to their per- 
ccnlage of Ihc lolal nuhi'ber unemploy- 
ed, then re-absorption of 100,000 men 
by private industry would mean the 
return of 30,000 relief workers to reg- 
ular jobs. So, if 600,000 relief workers 
are going to have to find jobs by the 
ot June— 


Well, maybe that yardstick isn't ac- 


curate.

More than a hundred yenrs ago doc- 


tors recognized that people who par- 
take not wisely but too well of alco- 
holic liquors are likely to develop 
symptoms in which they have mental 
and physical disturbances associated 
with convulsions. 
There is a general idea that people 
•levelop delirium tremens because they 
lave been drinking heavily and con- 
stantly. Actually they stop drinking 
jeeause an overindulgence In alco- 
holics sets up a disturbance in the 
stomach and bowels which makes it 
mpo'ssible for them either lo eat or 
Irink. 


Seventy-five per cent of all people 


vho have delirium tremens develop 
he attack while they are drinking. It 
s, therefore, ridiculous to give such 
icople more alcohol with the idea that 
more alcohol will stop the symptoms. 


Nevertheless, that was once consicl- 
red to be a good form of treatment, 
t was also thought necessary to put 
very patient with delirium tremens 
nto a straitjacket to prevent the pa- 
tient from harming himself-and every- 
one else. 


With- competent nursing, such me- 


chanical measures are unnecessary. 
Furthermore, we have lately develop- 
ed some excellent methods of,produc- 
ing: relaxation arid quiet, these meth- 
ods involving the use of drugs which 
can be injected into the body. 


Next' comes the question of getting 


the patient away from alcohol perma- 
nently and of restoring his physical 
health to such a stage that he can again 
take up his work. 


One of the largest clinics in the 


country devoted to the care of alcoholic 
addicts is in the Bellevue Hospital in 
New York Gity. In that institution a 
series,- of 10 principles has been set( 
up for the treatment of those with al-| 
coholic delirium which seems to have 
been most successful. 


The first step is to withdraw alcohol 


immediately from the patient. Next, 
sedatives are given in order to keep the 
patient quiet. Third, mechanical re- 
straints are avoided unless they are 
absolutely necessary. 


i Fourth, n large amount of carbohy- 
drate food, such as sugar or glucose 
solution; is given to help sustain the 


patient. Fifth, salt is given in nn at- 
tempt to combat (lie loss of water from 
the bodyand to restore, the noi'nTal re- 
lationships between acid and alkali. 


Sixth, a,diet that is rich in-vitamins 


and high in calories is provided. Sev- 


enth, plenty of water ia given. Eighth, 
whenever it Is nccesssnry In order la 
make certflin of the diagnosis, n spinal 
puncture is attempted and the spinal 
fltlidS is examined, 


Ninth, all complications such as 


frncturesi injuries! bmisesi etc., are 
treated with special methods as requir- 
ed. Tenth, the mental side of the pa- 
tient is studied carefully in order to 
determine what difficulties in his life 
mny be •'responsible -for 'causing him 
to l>e addicted to alcohol. 


, If possible, such forces* are brought 
under control so. that the' patient may 
be ' freed" frorii liis addiction.
